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The University Board of Governors and its 
Executive Committee met November 24 and 
December 1, 1972. 


1978 COMMONWEALTH GAMES 

A report by the Board’s Policy Committce on 
the Commonwealth Games was approved by 
Board members. 

The Committee's three members—GERALD 
RISKIN, Chairman and Students’ Union 
representative; W. D. NEAL, Vice-President 
(Planning and Development); and c. KOSOWAN, 
Alumni Association representative— 
recommended that the Board support the 
principle of co-operation between the 
Commonwealth Games Foundation and the 
University. 

The Board also agreed to establish a Games 
Committee with equal representation from the 
administration, academic staff. non-academic 
staff, undergraduate students, and graduate 
students. The committee, whose members have 
not yet been named, will consider all requests 
relating to University involvement in the 
Games, such as finances, use of land and 
facilities, and use of human resources. 
Committee recommendations must receive 
Board approval before they may be 
implemented. 

Members also voted to authorize Dr. Neal 
to undertake, with the Foundation, a feasibility 
study on the use of University facilities. The 
study will consider the use of the Lister 
Hall complex as the Games Village: the use of 
the Physical Education Centre for training and 
treatment; use of other campus facilities for 


‘ offices and officials’ residences; and the use of 


_ security and transport services and parking 


facilities. The results of the study will be 
referred to the Board's Games Committee. 


ACCESS TO OPERATING BUDGET 

Earlier this year the Finance Committee of 
the Board agreed that copies of the 1972-73 
Operating Budget should be distributed to 
appropriate individuals within the University, 
as well as to the Students’ Union, the 
Graduate Students’ Association, the Non- 
Academic Staff Association, the Association 
of Academic Staff, and the General Faculties 
Council committee studying University 
Priorities and Budget Allocation, 1973-74. 

Committee members also agreed a summary 
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of the budget should be prepared and made 
available to any interested parties, including 
news media. 

Requests have, however, been made by other 
groups tor unabridged copies of the Operating 
Budget. The Board agreed the detailed Budget 
should be a matter of public record but, 
because of the cost involved, further 
distribution would be accomplished by placing 
copies in the University Library and the main 
Public Libraries. 


ADMINISTRATION REVIEW COMMITTEE 

The Board received, for information, an 
interim report by a. b. MC TAVISH, Chairman 
of the Administration Review Committee. 

The Committee, which was struck to make 
recommendations on the allocation of the 
University budget, is considering whether it 
may be possible for various departments at the 
University to be run more efficiently without 
sacrificing the quality of the operations. 
Another Committee report to the Board is 
expected in January. 


RESPONSE TO WORTH REPORT 

Board members approved a response to the 
Commission on Educational Planning prepared 
by MRS. D. MC CULLOUGH, H. KREISEL, W. D. 
NEAL, and M. A. ADAM. 

The response deals only with selected aspects 
of the report. A summary follows: 


Universities Commission 

The Board recommends that a re-organized 
commission-type structure be developed in 
place of the present Universities Commission. 
{t would be comprised of representatives of the 
public, the Department of Advanced Education, 
and the colleges and universities in the 
province. The new body would be concerned 
with the allocation and co-ordination of 
resources, as well as with the planning of 
alternatives to long-term government policies. 
Board members agreed the new structure 
should be able to draw upon “an adequate 
planning and research staff, something which 
has been badly lacking up to this point with 
the Universities Commission.” 


Board of Governors 

The Board takes issue with the Commission’s 
criticism of the way in which the Board carries 
out its responsibilities, stating that “an 
examination of the changes in Board procedures 
will reveal a steady growth towards responsible 
participation, which is one of the central 
ideas of the Worth Report.”

They suggest that no changes be made in the 
selection of Board members by staff and 
students, but that formal procedures be 
established for the selection of lay members. 
They do not, however, favor the elections 
system used by the school boards. 

They also believe the Chairman should be 
elected by the Board, rather than appointed 
separately. 

The Role of the University 

The Board recognizes the importance of 
being part of an integrated system of higher 
education in Alberta but believes “it is in the 
best interest of the educational process if 
individual institutions can act autonomously in 
the development of programs that are approved 
within the context of a provincial system as a 
whole, and provided always that the institution 
must be properly accountable to the public.” 


Composition of Students 

The Commission’s recommendations to 
reduce the number of first-year students and 
to concentrate more on the profession-oriented 
programs are rejected by the Board, who feel 
that a proper balance must be maintained in 
both areas. 

Continuing Education 

In response to the Commission's 
recommendations regarding continuing 
education, the Board points to the University’s 
Department of Extension which “has always 
played an important role in continuing general 
education and will go on doing so,” and to the 
professional faculties that are already offering 
expanded services, despite the fact that the 
per student grant does not take these activities 
into account. 


University Financing 

The Board states the present system of 
formula financing works well enough in an 
expanding or steady-state system but does not 
take into account the problems posed by 
declining enrolments. It says a new formula 
should be developed that would recognize it is 
more difficult to decrease the scale of operations 
than it is to increase them. 


Student Fees 
The Commission proposed in its report that 
student fees be set at 25 percent of program 
cost. The Board response requests the 
government “not to tamper with the fee 
structure until an in-depth study of all 


ramifications has been made.” 
, 


SPACE RESEARCH FILMS HERE 


A significant collection of forty 16mm 
films dealing with space research has been 
deposited with the Educational Media Division 
of the Department of Extension. 

In the past, the only source in Canada for 
these films has been the National Science Film 
Library in Ottawa. Because of the growing 
interest in Canada in space research, 
astronomy, and satellite technology, the 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration has designated the Educational 
Media Division as their western Canadian 
distributor. 

The film subjects include reports on the 
Mercury, Gemini, and Apollo space flights, 
space navigation, uses of research satellites, 
life support systems, astronomy, and 
astrophysics.
